The intent of the Rebells was to ſurpri 
the Towne of Grantham, and tohave taken Priſos 
ners the Kings Commiſsioners at the Selsi- 
ons, which ( the Priſoners now taken affirme ) 
Generall Hotham undertook to performe. 
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
